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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 98-100, 106-1 12, 1 17, 120-123 and 125 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 
1-97, 101-105, 113-116, 118, 119and 124. It is noted that claim 95 referenced in the Interview 
Summary Record mailed September 6, 2001 is not at issue, as this claim has been cancelled. 
Nonetheless, the Final Rejection mailed May 9, 2001 is withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of the election of species of Group V and Figure 1 in 
Papers Nos. 16 and 19 received May 7, 2003 and August 22, 2003 is acknowledged. AppKcant 
noted that claims 98-1 1 (98-100?), 106-1 12, 117, 120-123 and 125 read upon Figure 1. 
Applicant does not present reasons associated with the traversal. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 98-100, 106-1 12, 1 17, 120-123 and 125 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 98, 106, 107, 117, 123 and 125 the terms "correlating" (claims 98, 106), "relates 
to" (claim 117) and "associated with" (claims 124, 125) do not have support in the descriptive 
portion of the specification. As is, the claims limitations cannot be fully ascertained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5, The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6, Claims 98-100, 106-1 12, 117, 120-123 and 125, as understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Beller et al, US 5,602,377. 

Beller discloses a point-of-sale system comprising a bar code scanning system used to 
find product location, e.g. claims 2, 9, that receives customer information, e.g. 500, receives 
financial information, e.g. 506, and correlates this information, e.g. 526, 542, and confirms 
transaction amounts, e.g. 528, 530. Beller does not specifically disclose using the system to 
identify the point-of-sale location. To have identified a point-of-sale location using the system 
of Beller would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Doing such would transmit 
common knowledge information that helps ascertain which point-of-sale device is being used.
